Dr. Guthe stated that the 

meeting was extrenely profitable in that it gave the SIC an opportumity to 

make connents regarding the form and scope of the project and the extent 

to which economic research could make a useful contribution. As a result 

of this meeting, ONE agreed to recomend that the estimate cover three 

major subjects: (a) review of current Soviet policies and tactics 3 (b) 

impact on Western Europe of certain assumed Soviet actions; and (c) immact 

on the Soviet economy of these assumed actions. |

3e Action: It was noted thet the IAS in its meeting on 1, July 

(TAC-M=LI3) had requested that the EIC prepare the terms of reference for 

the project requested by the JIC on "Soviet Bloc Economic Capabilities for 
Warfare." The ELC members agreed to establish a working group which will 

draft these terms of reference and submit them to the main committee of 

the EIC for review. The EIC will then suimit this outline to the JIC for 
infomal review and comment.

In this connection, two speclite suggestions were made: (a} 
that each subcommittee review the statisties of wajor importance in its 
particular field and report to the [IC on the principle deficiencies of ¢hase
